To the Honorable the Supreme Court of the District of Columbia, 
holding an Equity Court. 

The Complainant, Annie E. Beall, complains of the defendant 
as follows: 

1. That she and the defendant were married by the Reverend 
1 — 1620 a 
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Willard G. Davenport, in Anacostia, D. C. on the 25th day of July, 
1900, her maiden name being Annie E. Hoile. That upon their 
marriage they went to live with her mother, Mrs. Hoile, in Prince 
George County, Maryland, where they continued to reside until 
they came to Anacostia, D. C. to live, which was in the month of 
December, 1900. 

2. As the fruit of their said marriage two children have been born; 
viz: Mary Virginia, born December llth, 1900, and Howard Iiwing, 
born May 13th, 1903, died August 6th, 1903. She is now pregnant 
five months with another child. 

3. And she avei’s that she has always been a true, faithful and 
devoted wife to the defendant; yet the defendant unmindful of his 
duty towards her and their said child, utterly fails to contribute 
anything to their support and maintenance. And she charges 

that the defendant, without any cause whatever, on April 

2 21st, 1904, abandoned the plaintiff and their said child, and 
has ever since failed and refused to provide any means to¬ 
ward their support, although able to comfortable support them. 

She further says that they were living in a small frame house. 
No. Ill Hai’rison Street, Anacostia, the rent of which is $6.00 per 
month, and the defendant was in the hardware store of Mr. J. F. 
Campbell, No. 10 Monroe Street, Anacostia and in receipt of a salary 
of $9.00 per week. With this income they paid the rent and Uvea 
comfortably, but on the 21st of April, as aforesaid, the defendant 
without just cause deserted and abandoned complainant and their 
child, and the rent that fell due April 26th, five days after such de¬ 
sertion and abandonment, is unpaid and she and child are liable 
to be turned into the street, while the only food she has had for 
herself and child has been contributed by her neighbors as acts of 
charity, excepting that her mother has given now and then a little 
money with which to buy food to appease their hunger. 

And she further says that the defendant in the meantime has 
been hiring his board at $3.00 per week, and having plenty to eat, 
but is unmindful of his wife, and child, and declares that he will 
not contribute a cent for the support of complainant. 

Wherefore she brings this suit under Section 980 of the District 
Code for her maintenance and their child. 

1. And prays that the writ of subpoena may issue against the 
defendant requiring him to appear and answer this bill. 

2. That the Court may decree the defendant to pay alimony and 

counsel fees ‘pendente lite. 

3 3. That the Court may decree to her the custody and care 
of their said child. 

4. That the Court may decree the defendant to pay a specified 
sum weekly, or other stated time, for her maintenance and the main¬ 
tenance of their said child. 

6. That the Court may pass such other and further order or decree 
as shall seem just in the premises.

To the Honorable Justices holding said Court: 

1. The complainant states that he is a citizen of the United States, 
resident in the District of Columbia; and files this cross-bill in his 
own right. 

2. O^e complainant states that the defendant Beall is a citizen of 
the United States, resident in Prince George County, Maryland, and 
is sued in her own right; and the defendant Kreyer is a citizen of 
the United States, resident in the District of Columbia, and is sued 
as co-respondent with the principal defendant. 

3. That complainant states that he and the principal defendant, 
Beall, were married on the 25th day of July, 1900 in Ajiacostia, D. C. 
by Reverend Willard G. Davenport. 

4. That on the 19th day of May, 1904, the principal defendant, 
Beall, exhibited in this Court as complainant the cause numbered 
as above, the complete record wherein is prayed to be read as a part 
hereof. 

6 That on or about the 15th day of March, 1904, on premises 
numbered 111 Harrison Street, in Anacostia, D. C., then the home 
of complainant in this cross-bill, the defendant hereto Kreyer 

7 had sexual intercourse with his co-defendant Annie E. Beall, 
without the previous knowledge, privity or connivance of 

complainant in this cross-bill,’and that said complainant did not 
ascertain the same until about the 22nd day of August, 1904. That 
complainant, in this cross-bill, has also reason to suspect that both 
prior to and since the said 19th day of May, 1904—when the origin^ 
bill was filed herein—the principal defendant has been guilty of 
lewd, lascivious and improper conduct with other men, whose names 
are at present unknown to your complainant, in the cross-bill. 

6. That the principal defendant, Beall, now resides in Prince 
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George County, Maryland, with one Rachael I. Hoile, who is the 
record owner of the two houses of ill-repute in the City of Washiim- 
ton, t). C. numbered respectively 301 13Street, N, W. and 13^

This defendant has no knowledge as to the averments of the 
third and fourth paragraphs thereof. 

5. This defendant is well acquainted with his co-defendant Annie 
E. Beall and knew her as being the wife of Howard Irving Beall, 
cross-complainant herein, since about September 15,1900, and knew 
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her prior to said marriage. That on or about the 15th day of March, 
1904, this defendant called on his co-defendant Annie E. Beall at 
111 Harrison Street, Anacostia, D. C. about 1.30 P. M. and asked her 
if she would go to the threatre that same night. She responded 
affirmatively, and said she would go anywhere with this defendant. 
She then suggested that this defendant meet her at the corner of 
Harrison and Monroe Streets, Anacostia, D. C. at 7.30 P. M. of that, 
day. Said Annie E. Beall was five minutes ahead of time. This 
defendant then took her to the Empire Theatre. After the third act 
this defendant took his co-defendant to a restaurant at the 
10 Comer of 9th and E. Streets, N. \V. known as “The Indian,” 
for refreshments. Then this defendant took his co-defendant 
home and on the way home inquired of her whether he could have 
sexual relations with her. She responded affirmatively, if this de¬ 
fendant w'ould promise not to disclose it. Then this defendant 
stayed about one hour and a half with his co-defendant, on said 
premises 111 Harrison Street, in her bedchamber and had sexual 
intercourse with her once. 

6. That this defendant has no knowledge as to the averments in 
the sixth paragraph of said bill. 

Having thus fully answered said bill, he prays to be hence dis¬ 
missed with his reasonable costs in this behalf sustained.

This defendant, reserving the right to question the authority 
of the complainant in the cross bill to file a cross bill in this case, 
and not admitting that a cro.ss bill havin.g for its purpose an ab¬ 
solute divorce can be maintained when the original bill had for 
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its purpose only a separate maintenance, for answer to the cross 
bill, or so much thereof as she is advised it is material for her to 
answer, says: 

1, 2, 3 & 4. She admits the allegations in the 1st, 2nd, 3rd and 
4th paragraphs of the cross bill. 

6. She denies that on the 15th day of March 1904, at premises 
numbered 111 HaiTison Street in Anacostia, or at any other time 
or place, she committed the crime of adultery with co-respondent, 
Charles F. Kreyer, and she avers that the complainant in the cross 
bill well knows this statement of her’s to be true. 

That said Charles F. Kreyer is a minor under twenty one years 
of age, and a simpleton. He has never crossed the threshhold of 
her house in his life. On the occasion mentioned a young lady 
by the name of Emma Berry invited her to go with her 

12 to the theatre with the said Charles F. Kreyer. The com¬ 
plainant knew of this invitation at the time, and she accepted 

the invitation and accompanied them to the theatre, they returned 
together, and the said Kreyer accompanied the said Miss Berry 
to her own house, and in doing so passed the house of this complain¬ 
ant No. Ill Harrison Street, Anacostia, D. C. It was about half past 
11 o'clock at night. She entered her house alone, and she found the 
complainant in the cro.ss bill at home and in bed. 

And she further alleges that in the month of June, 1904, the 
complainant in the cross bill, and his solicitor John H. Adriaans, 
induced a number of young men to go to Adriaans’ office with a 
view of having one or more of them acknowledge that they had 
had sexual intercoui’se with this defendant. These young men 
are named Reuben Gray, Albert Butler, Archie Williams, Charles 
Hayes, and the said Charles F. Kreyer. At that time these young 
men were severally interrogated as to their relations with this de¬ 
fendant, a stormy scene ensued, some of them threatening to whip 
the complainant if he undertook to couple their names with that of 
his wife in any such relations. They all declared, including Kreyer, 
that they never had aught to do with this defendant in their lives, 
and that she was a perfect lady; and .she charges that subsequently 
the complainant in the cross bill and his counsel got the simple 
minded youth, Kreyer, and bribed and persuaded him as she is in¬ 
formed and believes into making false, scandalous and infamous 
charges against her, knowing them to be false at the time they were 
made. 

13 Answering further this defendant says, that she has never 
been guilty of lewd, licentious and improper conduct with 

any men, and that the complainant in the cross bill is well aware 
of this fact. 

6. In answer to the 6th paragraph of the cross-bill, this 
defendant says, that she resides in Prince George County, Maryland, 
with her mother Rachael C. Hoile, whom she admits is the owner of 
301 131/2 Street, N. W., and also 1363 Oliio Avenue, N. W., but 
she does not admit that those houses are houses of prostitution; 
that she never was in either of them in her lifetime, or in any other 
house of prostitution. All she knows of her own knowledge is that 
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her mother rents these houses through an agent and collects the rents. 
She denies that the complainant in the cross bill furnished her a 
home, but, on the contrary, he cruelly abandoned her and refused 
to pay rent, or to furnish her tuiy food for her sustenance and the 
sustenance of their child, and th^lt she was compelled to go back to 
her mother. 

And she further says that the whole difficulty between the com¬ 
plainant in the cross bill and herself arises out of his improper re¬ 
lations with a young woman by the name of Hattie Ridgeway, who 
resides in Anacostia, and although not to exceed twenty one years 
of age, has been the means of breaking up already three families 
besides causing the separation of her husband from her. For three 
years he has been infatuated with this young woman, and displayed 
his infatuation in the most shameless manner, and their relaiions 
are the public talk of Prince George’s County. They ai*e always to¬ 
gether. At this time they are boarding at the same house in An¬ 
acostia. Not a week has passed for many months that he 
14 has not taken this young woman around to places of amuse¬ 
ment in the County, down the river on excursions, to Chesa¬ 
peake Beach, balls, beer gardens and other places. 

She finally supplies a very material omission found in the cross 
bill, namely, that the complainant and she have now two children 
living, Mary Virginia, born December 11th, 1900, and Lee Grant 
Beall, bom the 6th of August 1904, since the defendant deserted 
her. 

And she says that the complainant in the cross bill has never seen 
their youngest child, although he has frequently passed by the house 
in company with the said Hattie Ridgeway. 

Wherefore she prays that the cross bill be dismissed with costs.

Present: J. G. Bigelow, Esq., counsel for the complainant, and 
John H. Adriaans, Esq., counsel for the defendant, and the ex¬ 
aminer; whereupon Mrs. Mary Clarke and Mrs. Annie E. Beall, 
the complainant herein, were called as witnesses for the complain¬ 
ant, and after being first duly sworn according to law, were examined 
and cross examined by counsel for the respective parties hereto and 
testified as follows: 


Mrs. Mary Clarke. 

Direct examination. 

By Mr. Bigelow: 

Q. Mrs. Clarke, you will please state your full name? A. 
16 I always write my name Mary E. Clarke. 

Q. Are you a married woman? A. Yes, sir. 

Q. What is your husband’s name? A. John F. Clarke. 

Q. Where do you reside? A. At 1013 I street, S. E. 

Q. Do you know the parties to this suit, Mr. and Mrs. Beall? A. I 
do. 

Q. How long have you known them A. I have known them 
very nearly two years. 

Q. Where did they live when you first got acquainted with them? 
A. They lived next door to where I live. 

Q. Whereabouts? A. The next door to me—on Harrison Street, 
in Anacosiia. 

Q. How long ago did you move from Anacostia? A. I moved 
from there in January past. 

Q. How long were you living next door neighbors to the parties— 
you were next door neighbors to them how many months? A. They 
moved there in August and it was in April when they separated. 

Q. The April following? A. Yes, sir. 

2—1620a 
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Q. Did you see much of these parties during that period? A. I 
saw a great deal of them. 

17 Q. Do you remember the time it was alleged that the de¬ 
fendant deserted the complainant? A. It was on the 21st 

day of April. 

Q. In what year? A. In the year 1904. 

Q. Do you mean last April? A. It wasn’t last April; it was in 
April a year ago, in April, 1904. 

Q. How long did Mm. Beall remain in the house after their sepa- 
• ration? A. She remained in the house two weeks and three days 
after he left her; she didn’t move from the house until the first of 
May. 

Q. You say for two weeks and three days she didn’t leave the 
house? A. No, sir. 

Q. What did she leave for then? A. She left because she had 
nothing to eat; she had no support; she had to leave. 

Q. Where did she go then? A. She went to her mother’s. 

Q. Well, do you know what her circumstances were when he left 
her? A. Her circumstances were—he left her with nothing to eat 
at all. I found her there three days after without a mouthful to 
eat when I went in the house. 

Q. Did she have any children with her? A. She had one. 

Q. And that was little May? A. That is her name. 

18 Q. Who was with her—who supported that child during 
that time? A. I gave it something to eat until her mother 

came in and then her mother cared for her. 

Q. You mean Mrs. Hoile? A. Yes, sir, I fed her and her child 
until her mother came in. 

Q. You say she went to live with her mother after about two 
weeks? A. It was two weeks and three days after he left the house 
that she went to live with her mother and she never left the house 
during that time? 

Q. Then she went to her mother’s in Prince George County? A. 
Yes, sir. 

Q. Did she moved her furniture there then? A. No, sir, not 
until 1st of June. 

Q. Where was Howard Irving Beall during this time? A. He 
went to live with his cousin, Mrs. Harris. 

Q. How far off from where Mrs. Beall was living? A. Up in the 
next square above her. 

Q. On Harrison Street? A. Yes, sir, it was in the two hundreds, 
I don’t remember the number, but I know it was in the 2 hundreds. 

Q. What do you say of the conduct of the complainant during the 
period that you have designated that you were acquainted with them? 
A. I can’t say anything about her at all. 

Q. Does she behave herself? A. She certainly has; there is noth¬ 
ing one way or the other that I can say against her. 

19 Q. Did you see anything in her conduct that would justify 
or even excuse her husband of deserting her? A. No, sir, 

I have not. There is no cause for him deserting her in her conduct. 
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Cross-examination. 

By Mr. Adriaan : 

X Q. Did you know either of these parties before they lived in- 
Anacostia? A. No, sir, I did not. 

X Q. Did you know whether or not Mrs. Hoile was her mother? 
A. I don’t know it until she told me she wasn’t her mother. 

X Q. Do you know of any improper conduct on the part of the 
complainant? A. I do not. 

X Q. Do you know of any improper conduct on the part of the 
complainant with other men? A. I don’t know of any improper 
conduct on her part at all. 

X Q. That simply means that you don’t have any personal knowl¬ 
edge of it? A. No, sir, I have never seen anything improper on her 
part. 

X Q. It might have happened notwithstanding you didn’t see it? 
A. No, sir, not while she lived next door to me there wasn’t. 

20 X Q. All you mean to say is that you didn’t see anything 
of that character? A. I did not. 

Redirect examination. 

By Mr. Bigelow : 

Q. Did you ever hear the character of the parties discussed or 
mentioned among people who knew them? A. Yes, I have heard 
them talked about. 

Q. The lady or Howard? A. I have never heard anything at all 
against her, but, of course, I have heard that he was going around 
with a girl; that is all that I know about him—keeping company 
with another girl.

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. How old are you now? A. I am going on 28 years old.

Q. Of what year? A. 1903. 

Q. Where did you move to then? A. We moved on Harrison 
Street—it was near the storehouse, I don’t know the number of it 
now. 

Q. Was that where you continued to live? A. No, we moved to 

111 .. 

22 Q. How long did you live at the first place? A. We 
lived there a year. 

Q. And how long at #111? A. We moved there on the 26th of 
August and separated the 21st of April. 

Q. That is the April following? A. Yes, sir. 

Q. How far is that from the house near the store house where 
you first lived? A. It is about four squares. 

Q. About four squares from #111? A. Yes, sir. 

Q. What was your husband doing during this period? A. He 
was working at the Home Safety Oil Delivery when we lived up the 
street. 

Q. You say when you lived up the street? A. Yes, sir. 

Q. How long did he work in the employ of that concern? A. I 
don’t exactly know that. 

Q. Do you know what salary he got there? A. $10.00 a week. 

Q. $10.00 a week? A. Yes, sir. 

Q. At that time how many children had you? A. Two. 

When did they die? A. One of them died. 

Q. When did that child die? A. On the 6th day of August. 

Q,. Of what year? A. 1903. 

23 Q. You have had by Howard how many children? A. 
Three; two them are living and one dead. 

Q. Three; two living and one dead? A. Yes, sir. 

Q. How old is this one? (Indicating child witness had been 
holding.) A. It will be nine months old next Saturday. 

Q. That child you have brought along with—that is here in this 
office now? A. Yes, sir. 

Q. You say you separated on the 21st day of April? A. Yes, sir. 

Q. What was the occasion of your separating? A. He was run¬ 
ning after other women. 

Q. How long had he continued this running after other women 
before you separated? A. I could not say that; of course, he was 
running after other women before we moved to Anacostia. 
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_Q. You may state whether that.was a source of annoyance and 
disagreement between you two? A. It was. 

Q. Where did he go when he separated from you? A. He went 
to Mrs. Harrises. 

Q. In- what street? A. Harrison Street. 

Q. Where is he at work now? A. At Campbell’s store. 

Q. What is his other name? A. Frank J. Campbell. 

24 Q. What is his business? A. He keeps a hardware store. 

Q. You don’t know what his salary is, do you? A. No, 
sir. 

Q. Did you ever make any efforts to find out? A. Yes, sir, I 
have heard that he got $12. 

Q. You heard he was getting $12. a week? A. Yes, sir. 

Q. State whether you have been guilty of any conduct that would 
justify your husband in leaving you? A. He has got nothing 
against leaving me. 

Q. Do you think that his desertion is wilfull? A. I don’t know. 

Q. Has he ever seen this little child that is here? A. No, sir, he 
has not. 

Q. Are you supported by your mother? A. No, sir. 

Q. Now, Annie, you may give your history of yourself and your 
mother—how you came to be known as her daughter, how she took 
you and when. A. I don’t know nothing about that; of course, I 
never heard anything about it until she told me I wasn’t her 
daughter. 

Q. How old were you when you heard you were not her child? 
A. I was twenty-one years old. 

Q. You were twenty one years old before you knew anything 
about not being her daughter? A. Yes, sir. 

Q. And you had always supposed before that that you 
26 were her daughter? A. Yes, sir. 

Q. Who told you about that? A. She did herself. 

Q. Where had you been brought up by your mother? A. In 
Prince George County. 

Q. In Prince George County? A. Yes, sir. 

Q. She bought a farm down there? A. Yes, sir. 

Q. How many acres is in that farm altogether? A. There are 
44V^5 acres in it. 

Q. Has it got comfortable buildings on it? A. Yes, sir, they are 
good buildings. 

Q. You were twenty-one years of age before you learned that she 
wasn’t your mother? A. Yes, sir. 

Q. Do you know whether your mother has adopted you? A. I 
do not. 

Q. Do you know what that means? A. I don’t know nothing 
about that. 

Q. Was there ever any writing? A. Yes, sir, there was. 

Q. Did you ever see that writing? A. No, sir, I never saw it.' 

Q. And that writing was understood to be what, a writing giving 
you to Mrs. Hoile? A. Yes, sir.

By Mr. Adriaan: 

XQ. Who was that writing signed by? A. I don’t know. 

Mr. Bigelow : Annie, you can tell anything about it if you know 
who your real mother was. 

A. I don’t know who my real mother was.

X Q. That is your signature, is it not? (Handing witness paper 
to examine.) A. Yes, sir. 

X Q. Awhile ago in your direct examination you testified that 
Howard Beall got $12. per week from Campbell? A. Yes, sir, I 
did. 

X Q. Will you look at the fifth line of that (meaning bill of com¬ 
plaint filed herein) and tell us how that corresponds ^yith your 
present testimony—the fifth line from the top. A. Witness ex¬ 
amined paper, but makes no reply.

X Q. You see in the fifth line from the top on page two that you 
swear in that paper that he gets $9. a week? A. The fifth line from 
the top?

$9 a week when he first w'ent there but they have done raised his 
wages. 

27 X Q. Since this bill was filed? A. Yes, I was told so. 

X Q. Then at the time the bill was filed he was getting 
$9. a week. A. Yes, sir. 

X Q. Who told you his wages had been raised? A. Mr. Allen. 

X Q. Where does he live? A. Away out in the country. 

X Q. What is his full name? A. Willis Allen. 

X Q. He lives out in Prince George County? A. Yes, sir. 

X Q. Do you know when his wages were raised. A. I do not. 

XQ. How many children have you had altogether? A. I have 
three by How'ard Beall. 

X Q. Have you had any children by anybody else? A. One. 

X Q. Who was that child by? A. By Sam Suit. 

X Q. W^ere you married to him? A. No, sir. 

X Q. Is that child living yet? A. Yes, sir. 

XQ. You have fixed the date at which he left you at the 21st 
day of April 1904, didn’t you? A. Yes, sir. 

X Q. If you have any doubt about it you can look at your bill? 
A. It was last April, this April makes it one year.- 

28 X Q. Do you remember anything happening on the 15th 
day of April, 1904? A. Yes, sir.

X Q. What kind of a carriage? A. It was a hack. 

X Q. Do you know the name of the driver? A. I do not. 

X Q. Do you know what time you got home? A. It was half 
past twelve. 

X Q. Didn’t your husband meet you just before you got to the 
bridge? A. He did. 

X Q. What happened then? A. Nothing at all only he 

29 jawed at me. 

X Q. Did Clav go on home with you? A. I guess he 

didn’t. 

X Q. And you went home with your husband? A. He went in 
front and I walked along behind him. 

X Q. Did he like it? A. No, you know he didn’t like it. 

X Q. Had you been to the theater with anybody else before that 
time? A. That was the onlyst time. 

X Q. Had you been to dances with anybody else? A. No, sir. 
X Q. Do you remember the 15th day of March, 1904? A. I do 
not. 

X Q. Do you know of anything happening about the middle of 
March that was unusual? A" No, sir, I do not. 

X Q. Do you know a young man by the name of Chas. F. Kreyer? 
A. I know of him. 

X Q. Didn’t he go to the theater with you that day? A. He didn’t 
take me. 

X Q. You went with him, didn’t you? A. I went with another 
girl that went with him. 

X Q. Did you stay through the entire performance? A. No, sir. 
X Q. Where did you go from the theater? A. We went to some 
eating house on 9th street. 

X Q. Was it at 9th and D streets? A. It was underneath the 
Academy Theater. 

30 X Q. Wasn’t it called The Indian? A. We went there. 
X Q. You went there first, didn’t you? A. Yes, sir, and 

went to Goldens after. 

X Q. Got oysters there? A. Yes, sir. 

X Q. How long did you stay at The Indian? A. About ten 
minutes. 

X Q. How long did you stay at Golden s? A. I don t know, we 
didn’t stay there long. 

X Q. After you left Golden’s where did you go? A. We got 
on the car and came home. 

X Q. All three of you? A. Yes, sir. 

X Q. What was this lady’s name? A. Miss Emma Berry. 

X Q. Where does she live? A. On 11th Street. 

X Q. What number? A. I don’t know the number. 

X Q. You say you don’t know the number? A. No, sir. 

X Q. Between what streets? A. It is the third door from I street 
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(this information was volunteered by previous witness who was 
sitting near). 

X Q. Southeast? A. Yes, sir. 

X Q. You say it is three doors south of I street? A. Yes, sir. 
X Q. On the east or west side of the street? A. No 

31 answer. 

X Q. Did this Miss Berry come home with you? A. Yes, 
sir. 

XQ. Where was your husband at this time? A. He was at a 
dance. 

X Q. What dance? A. The dance at Hainse’s Hall. 

X Q. Did Kreyer go on home with you from the theater? A. 
Yes, sir. 

X Q. Then where did he go? A. He went on to the dance. 

X Q. After coming home from the theater? A. Yes, sir. 

X Q. Didn’t he go in your house that same night? A. No, sir, 
he did not. 

Mr. Bigelow: Let me suggest that this is another branch of the 
case, Mr. Adriaan. 

Mr. Adriaan: I understand that, but this bill says in the third 
paragraph, if you will read it over, and you will see what I am driv¬ 
ing at.

X Q. You didn’'t meet him before you went to the theater? A. 
No, sir, I did not. 

X Q. Do you know a young man by the name of Staples? A. I 
know of him. 

X Q. What is his name? A. I don’t know. 

X Q. Where did you meet him? A. At the dance. 

X Q. Where? A. At Hainses Hall. 

X Q. Have you ever had sexual intercourse with him? A. No, 
sir, I have not. 

X Q. At any time? A. No, sir. 

X Q. At any place? A. No, sir. 

X Q. When Mrs. Hoile told you that she was not your mother, did 
she tell you who your mother was? A. No, sir, she did 

33 not. 

X Q. Did she tell you who your father was? A. No, sir. 

X Q. Do you know whether Mrs. Iloile owns two houses of pros¬ 

titution in this City? A. I could not swear to it. 
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X Q. You have heard it? A. I have heard it but I don’t- know 
anything about it. 

X Q. Were you ever in one of them? A. No, sir, I have not. 

X Q. Will you look at that paper (handing witness a paper); 
do you understand what that is? A. It is the number of a house 
isn’t it? 

X Q. Yes; this shows that Mrs. Hoile owns these two houses, you 
don’t want to dispute that? A. I don’t know anything about that. 
I don’t say she don’t. 

Mr. Bigelow ; This is objected to as immaterial. 

Mr. Adriaan : 

X Q. You have received your alimony right along during the time 
this suit has been going? A. Some I have and some I haven’t. 

X Q. What part haven’t you received? A. There is $67. due me 
now. 

X Q. Don’t you know that we have a receipt here for $184. of 
alimony paid? A. I haven’t got it all then; there was $83. due to 
me the 19th of last month, wasn’t there Mr. Bigelow, when I gave 
you that $20? 

34 X Q. You got all of that? A. Yes, sir, I did. 

X Q. We have receipts showing that we paid—you deny 
that you have received $184. alimony, do you? A. I do not know 
that I could swear to that. 

X Q. Do you deny that the alimony is paid up to date? A. Then 
where is my money at? 

X Q. We have receipts showing that we paid it? A. Then where 
is it at? 

X Q. You will have to ask your counsel about that. How much 
do you say you have received? A. I don’t exactly know, because I 
didn’t bring my book along with me, but I keep an account of every 
cent I get. 

X Q. Isn’t it $80? A. I don’t know. 

X Q. It isn’t more than $100. is it? A. I told you I didn’t 
know. 

X Q. Do you say that Howard owes you any alimony at all? A. 
There is $67 due to me; there was $83 the 19th of last month. 

X Q. If he has receipts shovdng that he paid it all do you still 
say that he owes it? A. No, I don’t know. 

X Q. You don’t wish to say that he hasn’t paid it? A. No, if he 
has paid it I don’t wish to say he hasn’t, but I haven’t received it. 

Ttat is all that I wish to ask you. 

35 Redirect examination. 

By Mr. Bigelow : 

Q. Touching the subject matter of your relations with this man 
Suit, by whom you have a child, will you tell is what your relations 
were with him at the time you became pregnant by him? A. Who 
was that? 

Q. Suit?

Q. Did you have sexual relations with him under a promise of 
marriage by him? A. No, not exactly. 

Q. Where is Suit now? A. I could not tell you. 

Q. Your relations with Suit were such as were your relations with 
Howard J. Beall? A. Yes, sir. 

Q. Exactly the same? A. Yes, sir. 

Q. Howard J. Beall promised to marry you and you had sexual 
relations with him, is that right? A. Yes, sir. 

36 X Q. And you became pregnant by him? A. Yes, sir. 

Q. Howard J. Beall knew of all the facts and circumstances, 

did he not? A. Yes,.sir. 

Q. You stated that Howard was running around with other girls, 
where was he on the occasion that you went to the theater that you 
have mentioned? A. He was at a dance. 

Q. Where? A. In Anacostia. 

Q. Who went with him? A. I don’t know who went with him. 
Q. Where was he when you were at the theater with this young 
man? A. He was at the dance.

Q. Did Kreyer see Annie Beall home? A. He did not. 

Q. You went home with her? A. I went home with her and 
left her at her door. 

Q. Then when you left the dance Kreyer didn’t go home with her 
at all? A. No, he stayed at the dance. 

Q. And then you took Annie Beall home? A. Yes, sir. 

Q. What time did you get home? A. It wasn’t quite 12 

48 o’clock, about a quarter to 12, I guess, because the dance 
didn’t let out until 12 o’clock. 

Q. What time did you leave the theather? A. It was about a 
quarter to eleven. 

Q. Did you see the play out? A. Yes, sir. 

Q. What theater did you go to? A. The Empire, it isn’t running 
now. 

Q. How long does it take the Anacostia cars to go from 9th and D 
streets over to the south end of the Bridge? A. That is something 
I don’t know. 

Mr. Bigelow : No cross-examination.

Direct examination. 

By Mr. Adriaans: 

Q. Mr. Kreyer, please state your full name? A. Charles Franklin 
Kreyer. 
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Q. Where do you live, Mr. Kreyer? A. I live at No. 34 Harrison 
Street, Anacostia, D. C. • 

Q. What is your age? A. I am 23 years old. 

Q. Do you know the parties to this suit? A. Yes, sir. 

Q. Both of them? A. Yes, sir. 

Q. Do you remember the 15th day of March, 1904? A. Yes, sir. 

Q. Do you remember what happened on that day? A. Yes, sir. 

Q. What? A. I took Mrs. Beall to the theater? 

Q. Will you explain that whole circumstance; what hap- 

50 pened on that day? A. Well, I was going down the street 
that evening and Mrs. Beall was out at the gate, and I stood 

there and talked with her, and one word brought on another, and she 
asked me would I take her to the theater, and I told her yes. 

Q. What time of day was that? A. As near as I can remember 
it was between 2 and 3 o’clock. 

Q. In the evening? A. Yes, sir. 

Q. Well, what happened next? A. I asked her where I would 
meet her and she said on the corner at half past seven o’clock, and 
at half past seven she was there and we went to the theater. 

Q. Did anybody else go? A. Yes, there was a young girl by the 
name of Emma Berry went with us. 

Q. Where did she join the party? A. She was with Annie at the 
time. 

Q. She was with Annie at the time you came there? A. This was 
afterwards; she wasn’t there at first but this was another time after¬ 
wards.

Q. Do you know who had invited Miss Emma Berry to accompany 
you? A. I think Mrs. Beall invited her. 

Q. Did you know that she intended to invite her. A. She asked 
me if I would object to her going and I told her no. 

Q. That was in the evening, you mean? A. Yes, sir. 

Q. Then you agreed to take her with you? A. Mrs. Beall asked 
me if I would care if she went along with us. 

Q. And you said you would not care? A. Yes, sir. 

Q. And you say you met then about half past seven at the corner 
of Harrison and Monroe Streets? A. Yes, sir. 

Q. What happened then? A. Then we went to the theater. 

Q. Did you get on the cars? A. Yes, sir. 

Q. What theater did you go to? A. We went to the Empire 
theater.

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Q. Did you stay all through the performance? A, No, sir. 
62 Q. How long did you stay? A. We stayed, I suppose, 
until about half past ten or somewhere along there. 

Q. How many acts had gotten through when you left? A. In 
fact, I don’t know how many acts there were; we didn’t stay to see 
all of it. 

Q. From there where did you go? A. We went up to the Indian. 

Q. How long did you stay there? A. I guess we stayed there 
about a half hour. 

Q. From there where did you go? A. We went across the river. 

Q. Didn’t you go to Golden’s that evening? 

Mr. Bigelow: Now don’t ask the witness leading questions; he 
was there and knows all about it. 

A. Yes, sir, we went to Golden’s; we went down and had some 
oysters there. 

Q. After you left the Indian? A. Yes, sir. 

A. We got on a car and 
went across to Anacostia. 

Q. When you got to Anacostia what happened? A. We got off 
the car and walked on up the street.

Q. What time of night was that? A. I think that was about a 
quarter of twelve, it was about that time, I guess. 

53 Q. What became of Miss Berry? A. She stayed at the 
house for awhile with Mrs. Annie Beall. 

Q. Did you go to the dance after the theater—after coming back 
to Anacostia—at Haines’ Hall, after coming back to Anacostia? A. 
I don’t ju.st remember whether we stopped there or not. 

Q. Are you sure that you went home with Mrs. Annie Beall? A. 
Yes, sir. 

Q. After you got up to her house what happened? A. Miss Berry 
stayed there awhile and she left then. 

Q. She went home, did she? A. Yes, sir. 

Q. Did she leave you there? A. No, I went away for awhile. 

Q. Did you come back? A. Yes, sir. 

Q. How long were you gone? A. About half or three quarters of 
an hour. 

Q. About what time was that? A. It was nearly one o’clock, I 
guess, somewhere around there. 

Q. It must have been quarter to one o’clock, wasn’t it, when you 
came back? A. Yes, I think it was that late. 

Q. What happened then? A. I went in the house and stayed 
awhile. 

Q. With who? A. Mrs. Beall. 

54 Q. What occurred? A. I got to talking with her and 
asked her one or two questions and she didn’t object. 

Q. Tell us as near as you can what was said? A. I asked her 
could I transact any business with — and — said she was scared I 
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might tell her husband, and I told her no, and she gave me her con¬ 
sent.- 

Q. What happened? A. (No answer.) 

Q. Go on and say what happened next? A. I went up stairs 
with her and transacted business with her. 

Q. Did you have sexual intercourse with her? A. I don’t under¬ 
stand what that means. 

Q. Did you have connection with her? A. Yes, sir. 

Q. Once or more? A. Only once. 

Q. How long did you stay in her room? A. About half an 
hour, I guess. 

Q. About what time would fix that as occurring? About what 
time at night? A. 1 guess it was about—I don’t know just what 
time it was. 

Q. Was it after one o’clock or before one. A. I guess it was after 
one. 

Q. Did you see Howard Beall that evening? A. Not as I remem- 
ber. 

Q. When was the first time that Howard Beall became acquainted 
with the conditions of affairs, so far as you know; that is, when did 
you first tell him or any one, or when did it first come to his knowl¬ 
edge? A. He accused me of it; he said he saw me come 

55 out of the house. 

Q. That same night? A. Yes, sir; he-accused me about it 
and told me all about it. 

Q. Told you all about it? He said .he seen me when we went 
to the theater and where we went afterwards and he accused me of 
what I told him and of course I owned up. 

Q. That same evening? A. He accused me of it that same even¬ 
ing, but I would not admit it, and it was afterwards that he accused 
me of it and I owned up to it. 

Q. Then you didn’t own up to it that night? A. No, sir. 

Q. Did you deny it that evening? A. I didn’t exactly deny it, 
but I didn’t give him any satisfaction. 

Q. Did you pay Annie Beall any money? A. No, sir. 

Q. Did she drink anything at the Indian? A. Yes. 

Q. What did she drink? A. Beer. 

Q. How much beer did she drink? A. I don’t suppose she drank 
more than three or four glasses? 

Q. Did she drink anything else besides beer. A. No, sir.

By Mr. Bigelow: 

X Q. Mr. Kreyer, when did you tell Mr. Boall of this little epi¬ 
sode in your life? A. You say when did I tell him? 

X Q. Yes? A. I told him about it a day or two aft^r it happened 
—he accused me of it and I told him. 

X Q. You admitted the facts? A. Yes, sir. 

X Q. And that was a day or so after it happened? A. Yes, sir. 

X Q. This happened away back in 1904, in the month of March 
of that year? A. Yes. 
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X Q. That was long before Howard Beall and his wife separated, 
wasn’t it? A. Yes, I guess it was—I don’t know when they sepa¬ 
rated. 

X Q. How long before the 21st day of April, 1904, that you con¬ 
fessed to him—it was a month and a half afterwai’ds that you con¬ 
fessed to him, wasn’t it? A. No, I don’t tliink it was; he accused 
me of it I know that night he was watching me; seen me when I 
left the house. 

X Q. Where was he when he watched you? A. I don’t know. 

X Q. Did you know where Mr. Beall was that night? A. No, 
sir. 

X Q. Was he in his house and in his bed when you went in there 
to. compromise Annie Beall, his Avife; was he in his house 
57 and in bed at that time. A. No, sir. 

X Q. He wasn’t? A. No, sir. 

X Q. Are you sure of that? A. He could not have been in bed, 
if he had I could have seen him. 

X Q. You are sure you didn’t do this business right before his 
face and eyes? A. No, sir. 

X Q. Do you know where he was at one o’clock at night when this 
business took place? A. (No answer.) 

X Q. Do you know where he was at that hour. A. No, sir. 

X Q. You say you don’t know? A. No, sir. 

X Q. You don’t mean to say that you went in his house and went 
to bed with his wife without inquiring where he was? A. I knew he 
wasn’t in that from what she said. 

X Q. Did she say where he was? A. No, sir, she didn’t say. 

X Q. It was prettey late hour at night for him to be out, wasn’t 
it? A. Yes, it was getting late. I said when we started to the theater, 
what will the old man say. 

X Q. What did she say to that? A. She said she didn’t care, 
she was going, anyway. 

X Q. That was when you started to the theater? A. Yes, 
sir 

68 X Q. Had you seen Howard that evening? A. Yes, sir. 

XQ. Had you talked wth him? A. Yes, he told me 
was going out that night. 

X Q. Did he tell you how long he would be out that night? A.. 
He didn’t say. 

X Q. Then you didn’t know but what he had returned before you 
returned from the theater? A. I didn’t know. 

X Q. You didn’t know when you went there with Annie E. Beall 
and this Berry girl whether Howard was at home or not. A. No, 
sir. 

X Q. Did you walk right in without stopping to see whether 
Howard Beall was there or not? A. When I left her at the house 
and went away and came back she said he wasn’t at home. 

X Q. She did? A. Yes, sir. 

X Q. There was no one there to hear what you and she said at 
all? A. No, sir. 

X Q. That was after you returned? A. Yes. 
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X Q. You took Miss Berry home, did you? A. No, sir. 

X Q. You left immediately upon Miss Berry leaving, didn’t 
you? A. Yes, sir. 

59 X Q. And then you returned in half an hour, you say? 
A. Something like that. 

X Q. Where was Annie then? A. She was standing in the door. 
X Q. What time in the night was that? A. I guess it was about 
one o’clock; I don’t know the time exactly, but it was something 
like that time, or may be a little after that. 

X Q. You said you went away when Miss Berry left and stayed 
about a half hour, then it must have been about half past one o’clock, 
don’t you think? A. I told you I didn’t know exactly what time 
, it was; I said it was about that time, somewhere about that time.* 
X Q. Then you say you confessed to her husband that you had 
criminal relations with his wife? A. Yes, sir, after he had accused 
, me of it. 

X Q. After he accused you of it? A. Yes, sir. 

X Q. Have you ever had any experience like this before in your 
life? A. You say, did I? 

X Q. Yes? A. I don’t know what you mean; can’t you explain 
what you mean. 

X Q. With married women; are you in the habit of having ex¬ 
periences like this with married woman ? A. No, sir. 

60 X Q. You are not? A. No, sir. 

X Q. How did you first approach the subject with Annie 
Beall; how did you approach her? A. How did I approach her? 
I Just walked over there and she was standing in the door and she 
, asked me to come in the house. 

X Q. Did you ever say anything about this before? A. About 
what? 

XQ. About having sexual relations with her; did you ever say 
anything to her before about it—before you went out that night? 
A. Not as I remember of. 

X Q. How do you suppose she knew you were coming back after 
a half hour? A. I didn’t go very far away; only about as far as 
across the street from her house. 

X Q. And she stayed there about a half hour waiting for you? 

' A. She didn’t exactly stand there all the time; her door was open. 

X Q. Did she set down. A. I don’t know. 

X Q. What did she do in the door, was she sitting or standing? 
A. She was standing in the door. 

XQ. You didn’t tell her you were going to return? A. No, I 
' didn’t exactly tell her I was going to return. 

X Q. Not exactly, but did you tell her at all? A. Yes, I told her. 

X Q. You told her that you would be back? A. Yes, sir. 

61 X Q. How long did you tell her you would be absent? A. 

I didn’t tell her how long. 

X Q. What did you tell her about it at all? A. I said I would 
be gone for a little while and then I would be back. 

X Q. Be back to her house? A. Yes. 
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X Q. Where was Miss Berry all this time? A. She had gone 
home. 

X Q. She had gone home? A. Yes. 

X Q. Was Miss Berry present when you had this conversation 
with her and told her you would be back in a little while? A. No, 
sir. 

X Q. Where was she? A. She was in the house. 

X Q. Where was Annie? A. She was standing in the door. 

X Q. You went in with Annie? A. Not when I first came back. 

X Q. You just walked to the door and then went in? A. Yes. 

X Q. Then what? A. After she went in I came back and told 
her I would be back in a little while. 

X Q. Did you wait to see whether Miss Berry had left before you 
returned? A. Yes, sir. 

X Q. Where were you when she left? A. Standing across the 
str66t. 

62 XQ. Watching her? A. Yes. 

X Q. How long ^fter she left was it that you returned to the 
house? A. I guess it was about a half hour, something like that. 

X Q. Something like a half hour? A. It may have been only a 
quarter of an hour; I didn’t have a watch to see the time myself. 

X Q. Was this the first time you ever did this business with a 
married woman? A. Yes, sir. 

X Q. It is? A. Yes, sir. 

X Q. The first time? A. Yes. 

X Q. Where were you when you first told this? A. When I first 
told her? 

X Q. Where were you when you first told this? A. I first told 
it to Howard. 

X Q. Where were you when you next told it? A. I don’t under¬ 
stand what you mean. 

XQ. Who did you next tell about this conduct with Mrs. Beall? 
A. This gentleman here (indicating Mr. Adriaans). 

XQ. Mr. Adriaans? A. Yes, sir. 

X Q. How long apart was the time you told it to Howard before 
you told it to Mr. Adriaans—was it the next day or a longer period 
of time. A. It was a longer period of time after I told Howard 
until I told Mr. Adriaans. 

63 X Q. You say it was a long period of time between the two? 

A. It was a longer period of time than a month; it was sev¬ 
eral months, I think. I didn’t tell Howard right straight what I 
had done. 

X Q. You didn’t tell him right straight what you had done, but 
you are telling it right straight out, now, aren’t you? A. He came 
to me and asked me about it, and at first I didn’t tell him about it, 
but he questioned me about it and said he had watched me and told 
me all about it and I then confessed the whole thing to him. 

XQ. Did he grant you absolution? A. No, sir. What do you 
mean by that? 

X Q. Did he pardon you for this offense against his wife? A, He 
didn’t, grant me anything. 
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X Q. Do you see this lady here, Mrs. Clark? A. Yes, sir. 

X Q.. Did you ever see her before? A. Yes, sir. 

X Q. Did you ever have any talk with her about this business 
with Annie Beall? A. I was out there one day with some — and 
she said something to me about Mrs. Beall, but she didn’t have any¬ 
thing to do with —; it wasn’t any of her business. 

X Q. Did she say to you, why did you tell such a lie on Annie? 
A. She said something to that effect. 

64 X Q. What did you tell her in reply to that? A. I don’t 
remember; I didn’t pay much attention to her; it wasn’t 

any of her business. 

X Q. How do you know that? A. She is no relation of mine and 
it is none of her business what I do to some body else. 

X Q. Didn t you tell her that was your affair and that you had a 
right to lie about it if you wanted to? A. No, sir. 

X Q. Didn’t you tell her that you had lied on Annie Beall? A. 
No, sir; I never told her any such a thing; it was none of her busi¬ 
ness what I did. 

XQ. Mr. Kreyer; what do you do for a living? A. I,drive a 
milk wagon. 

X Q. For whom ? A.- Mr. H. W. Eno. 

X Q. Do you drive a milk wagon all through the city? A. Only 
in Anacostia, I never come across the bridge. 

X Q. What was you doing on the occasion in question on the 15th 
of March, 1904? A. I wasn’t doing anything. 

X Q. You were just leading the life of a free lance? A. Give me 
some idea of what you mean; I don’t know what you mean by that. 
If you will tell me what you mean I will tell you. Can’t you tell me 
what is it? 

X Q. Going for any woman you can get? You are a moral young 
man, are you not? A. Moral? 

X Q. You don’t know what that means, do you? A moral man, 
you don’t know what that means, do you? A. You will 

65 have to tell me what that means. 

X Q. Do you know what a good, moral character means? 
A. No, sir. 

XQ. You may tell us whether you ever crossed the threshhold 
of Annie E. Beall’s house in your life? A. Yes, sir. 

X Q. When was it? A. Threshhold—you will have to speak to 
me in plainer words than that; I don’t understand what you mean 
by threshhold. Tell me what you mean by that and I will answer 
you. 

X Q. There are no further questions that I care to ask the wit¬ 
ness.

By Mr. Adriaans: 

Q. Please state your full name, Mr. Beall? A. Howard I. Beall. 

Q. What is your residence? A. At present I live at #12^ Harrison 
street, Anacostia. 

Q. Please state whether you are the defendant to this 

66 suit? A. I am. 

Q. Who is the complainant? A. Mrs. Annie E. Beall. 

Q. Is she your wife? A. Yes, air. 

Q. When were you married? A. We were married on July 25th, 
1900, I think it was. 

Q. Have you any children by her? A. Two—that I know of. 

Q. She charges you in her bill mth deserting her on the 21st day ' 
of April, 1904, without cause, will you state whether that is true? 

A. No, sir, it is not true. 

Q. Did you leave her on that day? A. No, sir, not on the 21st 
day of April. 

Q. What date was it? A. It was on the 16th day of April. 

Q. Did you have any cause for leaving her? A. Yes. 

Q. What was it? A. For the simple reason that I heard tales told 
to me about her; I thought I would watch and see for myself and on 
the evening of March 15th—no it was the 15th of April. There 
was a dance going on in Anacostia and I asked her to accompany 
me to the dance and she laughed, and when I went back home she 
was gone, and it was 12 o’clock when the dance broke up and she 
wasn’t home at that time, and I thought I would go out and watch 
what time she came home. I walked on to 11th and N streets, and 
I seen a cab coming down on the other side of the street. The cab 
stopped and she got out on the street, not on the curb side 

67 but on the street side in the shadow of the cab. She started 
to go on down the street and I headed her off. I said there is 

no use of you being in such a hurry; I have got you; I have found 
out just what I have been looking for, and I am going to play quits 
with you; I am going to leave you to-night. She said that is just 
what I want you to do; to leave me. 

Q. What day was that? A. It was the night of the 15th of April. 

A. Was it March or April? A. It was April, and I left her the 
next morning. 

Q. Who was with her that night? A. Harry Clay. Henry 
Butcher was driving the cab; he lived at No. 608 S Street, S. W. 

He died since that time. 

Q. Do you know whether, he made an affidavit in this case? 

A. He did. 

Q. Do you know of your wife going with anybody else but Clarke? 

A. Staples for one. 

Q. Do you know anything about him going wth your wife? A. 

I know he took her to the theater one night. 

Q. Do you know where he lives or where he works? A. I don’t 
know where. 
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Q. What kind of a looking man is he? A. He is about 32 or 
33 years old; a smooth faced fellow. 

Q. How did she become acquainted with him? A. She met him 
at a dance at Hains’ Hall. 

68 Q. Do you know whether there ever was anything im¬ 
proper between her and Staples? A. I do not. 

Q. When did it first come to your knowledge that Kreyer had 
had improper relations with your wife? A. It was somewhere about 
the middle of March. 

Q. Did the Kreyer incident occur before the Clay incident? A. 
The Kreyer incident happened before the Clay incident; the Clay 
incident happened the night I caught her and I left her the next 
morning. , 

Q. You may tell us what happened on the evening of the 15th 
of March; where were you? A. The 16th of March? Well, I got 
home from work at six o’clock, but on my way home I stopped at 
the pool-room in Anacostia and was playing pool, and Bill Andrews, 
the policeman, came in the pool room and says to me, your wife 
says for me to lock you up and I says to lock me up for what, and 
he says because you don’t come home and get your supper. When I 
got home it was about 7 o’clock, and my wife was all dressed up and 
she gave me my supper just as fast as I could eat it. After supper 
I went up stairs and put on my overcoat and hat and went up Har¬ 
rison street and came back, on the other side. Finally Emma Berry 
came down the street and went in the house, and in a short time they 
both came out of the house and went down the street and met Kre¬ 
yer ; they all got on the car and I caught a car a half square below at 
the car tracks and followed them over into the City and they got 
off at the Empire Theater. I never seen them any more until about 
ten thirty. 

69 Q. That same night? A, Yes, I ran into them on 9th street 
near the Indian, but they didn’t see me and I followed them, 

down the street to Golden’s; I sat across the street opposite Golden’s 
until they came out and got on the car, and when I went to get on the 
back of the car I came right up face and face to them, but they 
did not notice me. I got on the car and came home on the same 
car with them, and if they will remember there was a fight started 
on the back of the car as we were going down 11th Street, and when 
we got to the cross street in Anacostia I got off and they got off at the 
next corner and I followed them up the street. I went home and 
they hadn’t gotten home and I came out and went across the street 
and stayed there until about half past two that morning before 
I went to the house at all. When I went home I questioned her 
and she said she had been to the theater. 

Q. Did you accuse Kreyer? A. Yes, sir, I did that night, and he 
said I didn’t have anything to do with your wife. 

Q. When did you subsequently find out that Kreyer did have 
intercoui’se with your wife? A. About two or three days after that I 
accused him of it and he as good as give me to understand that he 
did. 

Q. Did he say so exactly—did he confess exactly what he had 
done? A. When I accused him of it he said, well, I guess if you think 
5 — 1620 a 
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SO you are right. Nothing more was said to him about it until after 
she had filed suit against me and 1 accused him again. I told him 
what she had done to me and I asked him if he would make a state¬ 
ment to that effect. 

70 Q. Do you remember the time that Mr. Kreyer made the 
affidavit in the case? A. I think so. 

Q. Was that the first time I was told of it? A. Yes, sir, that was 
the first time. 

Q. Your wife also has testified in this case- 

Witness: You had — see what this box of pills shows. (Hand¬ 
ing a box to Mr. Adriaans.) 

Witness; Here is a box of pills that was prescribed by Dr. Sand- 
bury, of Maryland, and gotten at C. H. Weiss’, Anacostia, D. C. No. 
168,815, that from what I can understand since was for a woman 
when she has family trouble, which in this last child she has given 
birth by another man, and if it had been my own I don’t see why she 
should have gotten these pills to have gotten rid of it, and she was 
taken very sick after she took the pills and I wanted to summons Dr. 
Mudd to see what the matter was and she said she would not lot him 
in the door. 

Q. What are these pills taken for? A. To get rid of a child in 
plain words. 

Q. How did they come in your possession? A. I taken them out 
the house after we separated. 

Q. Do you know that she did use them ? A. She told me she did 
after I found the pills and accused her of it and asked her what she 
took them for. 

Q. She has testified on page 22 of her deposition that you played 
cards on Sunday and that you frequently made as much as $7. a day; 
to be accurate (reading) sometimes he would make $7. on Sunday, I 
desire to ask you whether that is true? A. No, sir, it is not 

71 true; I haven’t had a card in my hand for twelve months. 

Q. Did you ever gamble for money? A. Yes, I have in 
bar rooms and places around, but not for the last twelve months or 
fifteen months. 

Q. On page 20 of your wife’s deposition she testifies that on the 
19th day of last month, the 19th of April, you owed her $83. 
alimony, and at the present time, meaning the 3rd day of May, 1905, 
there was then due to her $57. alimony, I wish you would look at 
these receipts and see whether j^ou have not paid all the money? 
The first one is for $4, and is dated the 15th day of June, 1904. Who 
signed that receipt? A. J. G. Bigelow. 

Q. Did you see him sign it? A. Yes, sir. 

Q. The examiner will mark this first receipt J. G. B., No. 1. Will 
you look at the second receipt? A. That is signed by J. G. Bigelow. 

Q. Did you see Mr. Bigelow sign that receipt? A. Yes, sir. 

Q. What was the date of it? A. There is no date on it, but the 
alimony was — ending June 29. 

Q. How much is it for? A. $4. 

Q. The examiner will mark thi.s second receipt J. G. B. No. 2. 
Now look at the third receipt. Did you pay that money? A. Yes, 
sir, I paid it to Annie E. Beall. 
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Q. When? A. On the 20th day of July. 

72 Q. How much is it for? A. $4. 

Q. The examiner will mark it-. Look at the fourth 

receipt and say who signed it and to whom you paid the money? 
A. This one is for $12. for the two weeks that the court dismissed the 
bill and I refused to pay the $12. and she gave me a receipt for $4, 
she receipted it. 

Q. The examiner will mark this one-. Now look at No. 5 

and say who signed that, how much it is for and the date of it? A. 
This one is for $16. 

Q. What is the date of it? A. It is dated August 23, 1904. 
Q. Who signed it? A. J. G. Bigelow. 

Q. The examiner will mark this one J. G. B. No. 3. Now look 
at No. 6 and say how much it was for and when dated? A. It was 
signed by J. G. Bigelow, September 9th, 1904. 

Q. How much is it for? A. $16. 

Q. The examiner will mark it J. G. B. No. 4. Look at No. 7 
and tell us to whom you paid that, the amount and date? A. I paid 
it to J. G. Bigelow, September 13th, 1904. 

Q. What is the amount of it. A. $12.

Now look 
at receipt No. 11 and tell me who it was signed by? A. It was signed 
by J. G. Bigelow. 

Q. Was the money paid to him? A. Yes. 

Q. The date? A. November 2, 

74 Q. What is the amount? A. $4. 

Q. The examiner will mark this receipt J. G. B., No. 9. 
Now look at No. 12 and say who you paid that money to? A. J. G. 
Bigelow. 

Q. It was paid by whom? A. By me. 

Q. How much was it? A. $8. 

Q. What was the date? A. The 14th day of November. 

Q. What year ? A. 1904. 

Q. The examiner will mark this one J. G. B., No. 10. Look at 
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receipt No. 13? A. This was paid by Samuel Campbell on Novem¬

Q. The examiner will mark this one J. G. B. No. 17. Look now 
at receipt No. 20? A. That was paid to me by J. G. Bigelow on 
April 19th, 1905. 

Q. Do you know who was present when that payment was made in 
Mr. Bigelow’s office? A. Yes. 

Q. Who? A. Mrs. Clark and Mrs. Beall. 

Q. Both of them? A. Yes, sir. 

Q. The examiner, will mark this receipt J. G. B., No. 18. Now 
look at receipt No. 21 ? A. That was paid by me to J. G. Bigelow. 
Q. When? A. On the 3rd day of May. 

Q. What is the amount? A. $4. 

Q. The examiner will mark this one J. G. B., No. 19. Your 
wife has also testified that the separation that occurred between you 
and her was due to the fact that you went with other women, will 
you state to the court whether this is true? A. It is not true. 

Q. She has also testified that you were very intimate with one 
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Hattie Ridgway? A. I go around with her; accompany 

77 her to different places- at the present time, but at the time of 
the separation between my wife and myself she was no more 

to me than any other woman was; I knew her and that was all. 

Q. Have you at any time or at any place been unduly intimate 
with Hattie Ridgway? A. No, sir. 

• Q. Do you know of any other person that has? A. No, sir. 

Q. Have you talked with Mr. IVed Vangueder about Miss Hattie 
Ridgway? A. Yes, sir. 

Q. What did he say about her? A. I asked him what he had told 
my wife and he denied it. 

Q. Where was this? A. At the shop where he works. 

Q. He denied that he had said that? A. Yes, sir, and said he 
would come here and make a statement to that effect. 

Q. What is your present income? A. $10. per week. 

Q. And how long have you been getting that? A. Two weeks. 
Q. Do you know whether Mrs. Hoile owns any houses of prosti¬ 
tution in this city? A. Yes, sir. 

Q. How many? A. Two. 

Q. Do you know whether Annie Beall has ever been to either of 
them or both of them? A. Yes, sir. 

78 Q. Which one? A. Both of them. 

Q. Both of them? A. Yes, sir. 

Q. For what purpose? A. I can’t say for what purpose. 

Q. Did you ever see her at either one of those houses? A. Yes, sir.

A. It has been sometime ago, some four or five or 
six years ago. I have seen her and her mother go there frequently. 
Q. Did Annie go there with her mother? A. Yes, sir.

X Q. Mr. Beall, you used to work for Mrs. Hoile, did you not? 
A. Yes, sir. 

X Q. How long did you work for her? A. About' three 

80 years oiten and on. 

XQ,. You stayed there at night? A. Yes, sir. 

X Q. You knew all about Annie Beall before you married her? 
A. Of course, I knew a great deal about her; I knew she was Mrs. 
Hoile’s adopted daughter; knew that she had had one child. 

X Q. You knew that? A. Yes, sir. 

XQ. She didn’t deceive you? A. No, sir, not in that way. 

X Q. Then you had a child by her about six months after you 
were married? A. I have. 

X Q. You don’t deny that is your child, do you? A. No, sir, I 
would give $500. or a million dollars for if I had had, and I intend 
to have her sometime.

X Q. And you have been to the theater with her? A. Yes, sir. 

X Q. Who else went with you? A. There has been several persons 
gone at different times; Mrs. Harris’ girls have gone sometimes and 
sometimes Miss Wilkinson. 

83 X Q. How often have you been to the theater with Hattie 
Ridgway? A. I could not tell you exactly how many times. 

X Q. As often as your wife has been to the theater with Kreyer? 
A. I guess I have been as often as that. 

X Q. You have been to the theater more frequently with her 
than Annie has been to the theater by herself or with anybody else, 
haven’t you? A. No, sir, I guess not. 

X Q. Why did you break off with her? A. Because I didn’t 
suit her; she would come home mad and we would quarrel about 
it. 

X Q. Wasn’t the difference between you due to the fact that you 
wouldn’t take her to the theater? A. No, sir. 

X Q. Didn’t she have trouble while you were living at Mrs, Hoile’s 
that you wouldn’t take her to the theater and other places of amuse¬ 
ment?

XQ. And you had Hattie Ridgway with you then? A. Yes, 
sir. 

X Q. You take her to the watering places. A. She is no horse. 

X Q. I say you take her to the Watering places? A. When we 
were out driving and stopped the horse she was with me. What are 
you trying to say?

X Q. Do you know whether she has given it out that you are 
engaged to be married?

A. Yes, sir, of course, 
I didn’t say what it, only what I had heard. 

Q. And his reply was what? A. That it wasn’t anybody’s business 
if he did lie on her. 

Q. How long have you known Kreyer? A. I had known him 
about two months before the Beall’s separated. 

Q. Are you especially well acquainted with him to say whether 
he is a person of ordinary intelligence? A. From what acquaintance 
I have had with him I don’t think he is very intelligent. 

Q. Did you ever see Kreyer at the house of Annie Beall? A. I 
never did. 

94 Q. If he had been in the habit of visiting Mrs. Beall would 
you have been likely to have seen him? A. Yes, I couldn’t 

help from seeing him. 

Q. You have told how far your house is from hers, the next door? 
A. There is a drive way in my alley, and it would be the same in 
hers but it has not been made into a driveway and that is all the 
difference there is between the two lots; the houses are next door to 
each other wnth this driveway between. 

Q. Do you know anything about his character? A. I do not, no 
more than that. 

Q. Did you ever hear anything said about Howard Beall watch¬ 
ing Kreyer and his wife. 

Mr. Adriaans: I object to the question as calling for hearsay 
evidence. 

A. No, sir, I never heard anything of the kind. 

Q. Mrs. Clarke, do you know of any facts or circumstances that' 
you have not testified to that would be material to the interests of 
the parties to this suit? 
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Mr. Adriaans : The question is objected to because not calling for 
proper rebuttal evidence, and I move to strike the question as well 
as the answer out of the testimony. 

A. I don't know whether it would or not; of course, I know some¬ 
thing but whether it would be important. It is about that other girl 
he goes with, would that be of any importance. 

Q. Do you know that girl he goes with. A. Yes, sir. 
96 Q. What is her name? A. Hattie Ridgway. 

Q. How long have you known her? A. Over two years. 

Q. Where was she living when you became acquainted with her? 
A. I was at her nieces funeral when I became acquainted with her; 

I her brother’s daughter’s funeral. 

Q. Did you ever hear anything said about her character, for or 
against her? A. I have. 

Q. What did you hear? 

Mr. Adriaans : I object to the question as calling for incompetent 
evidence and moreover it does not relate to any proper rebuttal testi¬ 
mony. 

Q. What did you hear about her character? A. Dr. Standbury 
told me that he got there just in time to save her life from abortion'. 

Q. Where was she living then? A. Down in Prince George 
County, Silver Hill, Maryland. 

Q. That he got there just in time to stop her abortion? A. No, 
to save her, he couldn’t stop the abortion. 

Q. To save her from the abortion? A. Yes, sir. 

Q. She was so sick? A. Yes, sir. 

Q. Was that generally known in the community? A. I believe 
it was. 

96 Q. You heard Vangeuder’s testimony? A. I did. 

Q. Did you hear a threat made by Howard Beall at the 
time that he would fix him ? A. No, sir, I didn’t hear that threat. 

Q. Do you know whether he has assaulted him? A. I heard he 
had last night. 

Q. You heard it last night? A. Yes, sir. 

Q. You heard it from whom? 

Mr. Adriaans : I object to the question and the answer. 

A. I heard it from Mr. Vangueder’s nephew. 

, Q. Where does he live? A. In Anacostia, on Taylor Street. 

Q. Do you know whether Howard was arrested for making this 
assault? A. I heard he was. 

Q. And brought before the Police Court? A. That was what 
I heard. 

Q. What was the result. A. That he paid $26. 

Q. You have heard the testimony of Howard? A. Yes, sir. 

Q. Living so near his house I will ask you if you ever observed 
the hours he was keeping. A. I have seen him and so has my hus¬ 
band come in from half past one to three o’clock—many a night; 
I have seen him come in between those hours many a night. 
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Q. Do you know where he would be those nights? A. No, 
sir. 

97 Q. Did you ever see him in company with Hattie Ridg- 
way? A. Never until he left his wife. 

Q. Until after he left his wife? A. Yes, sir. 

Q. How long after he left his wife did you see him with her? A. 
Only two days. 

Q. Was it common talk in Anacostia among people whe knew 
him that he was going with this girl? A. It was. 

Q. Do you know anything about their relations, whether they 
were immoral or not? A. I don’t know anything about that, only 
people talked about them keeping company, and he being a married 
man and she a single girl. 

Q. You saw Howard exhibit that pill box the other day? A. I 
did. 

Q. Do you know anything about that? A. Only what I hear- the 
doctors say, that there is nothing in them to hurt anybody, and that 
if he wanted to he could take them himself. 

Q. The doctor told you that? A. Yes, sir. 

Q. What doctor? A. Dr. Standbury. 

Q. Does he have much of a practice in Anacostia? A. I don’t 
know much about that; I used to see him pass my house on Harri¬ 
son Street. 

98 Q. You are acquainted with him? A. Yes, sir. 

Q. Did you ever know Howard Beall to take his wife to any 
^ place of amusement? A. No, sir, I never did. 

Q. The 15th of March, 1904, is the time alleged when that Kreyer 
took Mrs. Bell and Miss Berry to the theater, you don’t remember 
that, do you? A. I remember them going; I saw them go out to¬ 
gether, Annie and the young girl, but I didn’t see him. 

Q. You didn’t see Kreyer? A. No, sir. 

Q. Did you see them when they returned home? A. No, sir, I 
didn’t see them when they returned. 

(Mr. Adriaans: No cross examination.)

Mr. Adriaans: The question is objected to because she has al- 
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ready testified to this phase of the case full in her examination in 
chief. 

Mr. Bigelow : 

Q. Can you tell after that objection? A. I judge it was about 
half past twelve. 

Q. When you got home? A. Yes, sir. 

Q. You have heard Howard te.stify that he. was lurking around 
the corners watching you? A. Yes, sir. 

Q. Where was he when you got home that night? A. In bed. 

Q. Whereabouts? A. Upstairs in the back room. 

Q. Did Miss Berry go back to the house with you that night? A. 
Yes, sir. 

Q. And he was in the house at the time? A. Yes, sir. 

Q. You heard him talk about following you down to the theater, 
and to the Indian house? A. Yes, sir. 

Q. Is there any truth in that? A. No, sir. 

Q. Did he confront you anywhere on the street? A. No, sir. 

Q. How do you know that Howard was upstairs and in 

100 bed at the time you got home? A. Because he told me so, 
and when I wanted to get upstairs the door was locked, and 

he said if he had known it was me he would not have let me in— 
the door was locked, and I couldn’t get in. 

Q. When was this child born here, the last one? A. The 6th of 
August. 

Q. Last August? A. Yes, sir. 

Q. You must have been then about two months pregnant on the 
16th day of March? A. Yes, sir. 

Q. Did you hear Howard testify that he didn’t occupy the same 
bed with you for six months prior to the time he quit you in April? 
A. Yes, sir. Q. Some of it is true, but it was not as long as he said 
it was? 

Q. How long was it that you ceased to cohabit as man and wife 
before he left you? A. It was about a month after I was that way. 

Q. And you saw him exhibit and heard his testimony relating to 
that box of pills? A. Yes, sir. 

Q. Who prescribed those pills for you? A, Dr, Stansbury. 

Q. Why did you go to Dr. Stansbury? A. He told me to. 

Q. Who told you to go? A. Howard. 

Q. What did he want them for, to produce a miscarriage? A. 
Yes, sir. 

101 Q. Did you take them for that purpose? A. No, sir. 
Q. Did Howard want you to have a miscarriage? A. Yes, 

sir. 

Q. And you had then been pregnant two months or somethiog 
like that? A. Yes, sir. 

Q. You never took any of them? A. No, sir, I didn’t take any 

of them. . . 

Q. Did you ever know Howard to take any medicme for any 
disease? A. I have got pieces of paper that he had in his pocket. 

Q. Who prescribed for him? A. I don’t know sir, there was no 
doctor’s name on it. 
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Q. Was that the reason you ceased to cohabH with him. —.-. 

Q. Tell why you didn’t want to cohabit with him. A. Because 
I didn’t want to get that disease myself. 

Q. That was the reason? A. Yes, sir. 

Q. How did you ascertain that he had that disease? A. He came 
home one night about half past one o’clock and went down stairs 
and got the wash basin and washed himself and when he come up¬ 
stairs I would not let him get in bed with me. 

Q. Did you understand that he had a venerial disease? 

102 A. I believed it because I went in his pockets and found a 
bundle of raw cotton in his pocket. 

Q. You heard Howard testify about your going down here to 
these houses of prostitution? A. I did. 

Q. And you heard Mrs. Monroe testify? A. Yes, sir. 

A. She said you were there on business? A. Yes, sir. A. I went 
there to sell her some eggs aqd I wasn’t inside the door; my mother 
was sick and I delivered three dozen eggs for her. 

Q. Your mother brings in eggs and mai’ket tinick most every 
Saturday? A. Yes, sir. 

Q. You heard How'ard testify that he had taken both you and 
your mother to those two houses, is that true? A. I didn’t hear it. 

Q. Were you ever in one of those houses to stay? A. Never in 
my life. 

Q. Talking about Kreyer, and I won’t detain you long on him, 
if his statement was true that he had sexual relations with you on 
the loth of March, it must have been in the presence of your hus¬ 
band? A. It must have been. 

Q. Was he ever in your house? A. Never in my life and I lived 
there nearly four years. 

Q. You heard the testimony of the witness Miss Berry? A. Yes, 
sir. 

103 Q. What do you say about that? A. Everything she said 
was true. 

Q. And she is a witness called by the defendant? A. Yes, sir. 

Q. Do you take any objection to that? A. No, indeed. 

Q. But if it were true what Kreyer has stated you were then preg¬ 
nant two months, weren’t you? A. Yes, sir. 

Q. Annie do you recall anything that you have not testified to 
that is material to this case that you \vish to say in rebuttal to what 
Kreyer and Howard have testified to in this case? A. No, sir. 

Cross-examination. 

By Mr. Adriaans: 

X Q. You say at a certain time you and Howard stopped occupy¬ 
ing the same room together? A. Yes, sir. 

X Q. When was that time? A. I don’t exactly know. 

X Q. Was it month before the 15th of March or two months, or 
what length of time do you think it was. A. I don’t exactly know, 
it was a good while before. 

X Q. As much as two months? A. It was just about two months 
before. 
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X Q. You had a key to the house, didn’t you? A. Not this last 
house, no. 

X Q. The house that you were then living in? A. I had no key 
to the last house. 

X Q. If Howard wasn’t home and you want- to go out, 

104 how did you get in and out of the house? A. I had an old 
man staying there with me. 

X Q. Who was he? A. Mr. Breshears. 

X Q. And he would let you in, would he? A. Yes, sir. 

X Q. Was he there on that night—the 15th of March? A. No, 
sir. 

X Q. Where was he? A. Down in the country. 

X Q. Didn’t you testify that on the 15th of March he went to 
the dance? A. On the 15th of March. I testified that on the 15th 
of April Howard went to the dance. 

X Q. Where did he go on the 15th of March, the night you went 
to the theater? A. I could not tell you. 

X Q. When you came home from the theater could you get in 
the house? A. No, sir. 

X Q. What did you do to get in? A. I went around and knocked 
on the door. 

X Q. What happened then? A. He came down and opened the 
door and let me in. 

X Q. How far apart was your room from his? A. There were no 
distance apart, only a partition between; just like this room fUid 
the next one (indicating two rooms with folding doors between), 
only they were very small rooms, and a door between. 

X Q. Was the partition door locked? A. It was shut. 

105 X Q. It was shut but not locked? A. No, sir. 

X Q. So that if he wanted to come in your room he could 
do so? A. Yes, sir. 

X Q. He could come into his room without coming into yours? 
A. Yes, sir. 

X Q. The night that you came home from the theater you said 
that he come down stairs and let you in? A. Yes, sir. 

X Q. What happened after that? A. Nothing happened after 
that? 

X Q. Did you go to bed. A. Yes, sir. 

X Q. Miss Berry left you at the door? A. She left me at the gate. 

X Q. Where did you go? A. I went right up stairs. 

X Q. To your room? A. To my bed. 

X Q. Did anything happen during the night? A. No, sir. 

X Q. Then you didn’t see Howard in bed that night? A. I passed 
the room and seen him.

Q. Did you give her any money? A. No, sir no more than I 
took her to the theater. 

118 Q. Did she tell you she was in a pregnant condition at the 
time? Q. What do you mean by that? 

Q. I mean in child birth? A. No, sir. 

Q. Did you ask her that? A. No, sir. 

Q. Did you force her at all? A. No, sir. 

Q. Did she give you access to her person voluntarily? A. Yes, 
sir, of her own free will. 

Q. You knew she was married, didn’t you? A. Yes, sir. 

Q. You knew her husband? A. Yes, sir. 

Q. Do you know of her going with any other men and having 
relations with them ? A. No, sir, not as I know of. 

Mr. Bigelow: I do not ,care to cross examine this witness.

By Mr. Adriaans : 

Q. Mr. Beall, are you the complainant in this bill? A. Yes, sir. 

Q. Please state your residence and occupation? A. # 128 Har¬ 
rison Street, Anacostia; clerk in a hardware store. 

Q. What is your age? A. 28 years. 

Q. Will you look at this paper which I hold in my hand, being the 
cross bill filed in this suit on September 12th, 1904, and say whether 
you signed that paper? A. I did. 

Mr. Bigelow : I will interpose an objection to the competency of 
this witness on the ground that the cross bill is for an absolute 
divorce, and in such cases the husband and wife are not competent 
witnesses for or against each other. 

Mr. Adriaans: To which the complainant in the cross bill re¬ 
sponds that he understands they are competent witnesses in such 
cases but are not compellable to testify. 

Q. Do you know anything about this box? (Handing witness 
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a small box containing some black pills, and which has been hereto¬ 
fore introduced in evidence.) A. Yes, sir. 

Q. Please state what you know about it? A. This was a 

120 prescription given to Mrs. Beall by Dr. Sansbury of Forest- 
ville, Maryland, who promised to be here to-day, when she 

was in family way, the firet beginning of it. 

Q. What year was that? A. 1904. 

Q. Did you know beforehand that she was going to Dr. Sand- 
bury? A. No, sir. 

Q. When did you first learn that? A. Never until she was taken 
sick and I wanted to call in Dr. Mudd and she would not allow me to 
bring him in; she said if I sent for him 'she would lock the door and 
not let him in the house. 

Q. How did you find it out? A. She confessed to me. 

Q. What did she.say about these pills? A. She said Dr. Sansbury 
gave them to her to get rid of it. 

Q. Did you tell her to see a doctor for the purpose of securing an 
abortion or miscarriage? A. No, sir. 

Q. Do you know when this prescription was filled? A. I don't 
know exactly when it was filled. 

Q. When did you first see her with it? A. I think it was about 
three weeks afterwards. 

Q. Where did you see her? A. At her house—and my house 
together. 

Q. How did you know they were here? A. Because she said they 
were. 

Q. And these are the same pills? A. Yes, sir. 

121 Mr. Adriaans; I offer this box of pills in evidence and 
will ask that they be marked for identification as “Com¬ 
plainant's Exhibit “B." 

Q. When did you cease to cohabit with your wife—that is, occupy 
the same bed with her? A. I guess it w'as along about in December^ 
1903. 

Q. And what cause had you for that? A. She was always quar¬ 
relling and fussing, and very disagreeable, and running around at 
night; and she changed beds and put her bed in the back room up 
staire and put my bed in from room up stairs. 

Q. Where was her bed room with respect to yours? A. Mine was 
in front and here was in the back. 

Q. Was there a communicating door between your room and here? 
A. No, sir, you had to go out in the hall to get in her room. 

Q. Were they both on the same floor? A. Yes, sir. 

Q. If she went into her room could she look into your room and 
see whether you were in bed? A. No, she would have to come 
out in the hall. 

Q. And in going to her room would she pass your door so she 
could see whether you were in bed? A. Hardly, she would have 
to come up staire and there was a little platform and my room door 
was to the front of this landing to the steps and her room was back 
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of it, and she wouldn’t have to pass my door to get to her 
room. 

122 Q. If she wanted to see in your room after coming up the 
stairs she would have to pass her door and go to the front be¬ 
fore she could look in your room? A. Yes, she would have to come 
out of her room. 

Q. She would not necessarily see you in bed if she went to go in 
her room? A. No, sir. 

Q. Do you remember the 15th of March, 1904. A. I do. 

Q. Will you state what happened on that day? A. I got off 
from work about six o’clock, but I stopped at a pool room in Ana- 
costia to play pool, something I had very seldom ever done before I 
eat lily supper, and while I was in there—was in there, I guess a 
half hour—poiVceman Andrews came in and says your wife told me 
to lock you up, and I says for what cause, and he said because you 
won’t go home and get your supper, and I said I would go when I 
got ready. It was about seyen o’clock when I got home and found 
my wife dressed; I eat my supper and got up and put on my over¬ 
coat and hat and went up the street and she watched me from the 
upstairs window. 

Q. Did you see her watching you? A. Yes, sir, I saw her head 
out of the window; I went on up the street and crossed the street and 
come down on the other side of the street and stood in the dark be¬ 
hind some trees and Miss Bell come down the street and went in 
the house by the back door and they came out of the house together 
and went down the street together, and I come down on the other 
side of the street; they met Kreyer and they all got on the 
128 cai’ at the corner and I got on the car at the car tracks a half 
square below and come on over in the city and they got off 
the car at 9th and the Avenue and went to the Empire Theater. 

Q. Did you go on the same car with them? A. Yes, sir. 

Q. Was there one car or two? A. There was two cars; I was on 
'the rear car and they were on the front one. 

Q. Did they see you? A. No, sir; they didn’t know I was on 
the car. They come out of the theater and I never seen them any 
more. When 1 first seen them again they were on 9th street going 
up to the Indian; from the Indian they went back to Golden’s, and 
as they started to get on the car I started around behind it and they 
almost ran into me, but neither one of them seen me. 

Q. Did they see you? A. No, sir, they took a car and I got on 
the same car and we come on over to Anacostia. 

Q. They were on the front car? A. Yes, sir. 

Q. Where were you? A. I was on the rear car. 

Q. What time was that? A. About, I judge, between 11.30 or 12 
o’clock. Going down 11th street there was a fight started on the 
rear of the car and the car stopped and the motorman said something 
to a crowd of boys on the car; I got off at the car tracks and walked 
on up the street and they got off at the comer and went on up Harri¬ 
son Street and when I got to the corner I could not see them 
124 anywhere on that square; so I went along up the street, and 
the next I seen of them they were at the house ; I was on the 
other side of the street.

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Q. Did they go in the house? A. My wife and Kreyer didn’t; 
Miss Beall did, I think. 

Q. What door did they go in? A. The front door. 

Q. Did she have a key to the door? A. Yes, sir. 

Q. Were you upstairs when they came home? A. No, sir; I was 
across the street. Then Kreyer left and Miss Beall leh, and she 
hadn’t been gone long when ne came back. 

Q. Who? A. Kreyer, and he went in the house, and, of course, 
I can’t say what went on after he went in the house; he was in there 
about a half hour; finally he came out and I walked on down the 
street, and stopped him and asked him. I said was you in the house, 
and he wouldn’t give me any satisfaction about it, so I never said 
anything more about it to him, but w’ent in the house and questioned 
my wife about it, and she commenced crying, and said she only went 
to the theater with him and come straight home and he wasn’t in 
the house. So I accepted the excuse, not knowing anything was 
wrong, but I always had ray judgment that something was wrong 
after that, and had had before that. 

Q. Do you mean you had your judgment or suspicion that some¬ 
thing was wrong? A. Suspicion, I suppose. 

125 Q. When did you actually learn that there had been inter¬ 
course between Kreyer and your wife? A. I suppose it was 

along in July, probably; probably it was a little later; I don’t know 
exactly, any more than it was sometime after we separated. 

Q. And that was the first actual confession that was made to you? 
A. Yes, sir. 

Q. By Kreyer? A. Yes, sir. 

Q. Before that what transpired—in the way of a confession? A. 
Nothing further after that night; never said anything to him 
about it after that night. 

Q. What happened about three or four days after that occurrence 
when you talked to Kreyer? A. Yes, I believe I did talk to him 
about it. 

Q. Did he say he had had relations with her then? A. No, sir. 

Q. Then the first knowledge you had about it was three or four 
days before you brought him here to make that affidavit? A. Yes, 
sir. 

Q. How long was it before you came here with him that you first 
learned of it? A. Two or three days. 

Q. Then you brought him here and went over to the Court House 
and had him make that affidavit? A. Yes, sir. 

Q. Can you fix the time of that? A. It was in July, to the best 
of my knowledge. 

126 Q. Do you know of your own knowledge that your wife 
has had improper relations with any other person? A. No, 

I can’t say that I do know positively after we were married. 

Q. Do you know of her going to dances with anybody? A. No, 
sir, but I know of her going to the theater with someone. 

Q. Who? A. With a fellow by the name of Staples. 

Q. What is his first name? A. I don’t know his first name. 

Q. Was there anybody else? A. She came home once with a fel- 
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low by the name of Clay; she met him. at the theater; he was ah 
usher at the Empire Theater. 

Q. Do you know that her conduct with either of the persons was 
improper in any way? A. No. 

Cross-examination. 

By Mr. Bigelow: 

X Q. I have one or two questions that I would like you to answer: 
I would like to know who came other here with you and Charley 
Kreyer when you brought him here to Mr. Adriaan’s office? A. No 
one. 

X Q. Did you ever bring any one else here at Mr, Adriaan’s office? 
A. No, sir. 

127 X Q. You never had any one else here? A. No, sir. 
X Q. Did you ever know of any one else being here ex¬ 
cept Charles Kreyer? A. I believe Hayes come over here. 

X Q. How did he happen to come here? A. I telephoned to 
him. 

X Q. And he come over here? A. Yes, sir. 

X Q. Do you know Fred. Vangueder? A, Yes, and he knows 
me too. 

X Q. Why did you say that he has occasion to know you? A. 
Well, we are acquainted. 

X Q. Did you become acquainted with him recently? A. No, 
I have been acquainted with him for a long time. 

X Q. But you became intimately acquainted with him a few days 
ago? A. I think so. • 

X Q. What did it cost you? A. $25. 

A. That is the extent of your acquaintance? A. He knows me 
a little better now than he did then. 

X Q. And the number of the case in which you became acquainted 
with him is 141,054 in the Police Court? A. Yes, sir. 

Mr. Adriaans: This line of cross examination is objected to 

128 as not relating to the examination in chief and therefore in¬ 
competent. 

X Q. You got your money’s worth out of him, didn’t you? A. 
I don’t know. 

X Q. Didn’t you have this acquaintance with Vangueder for the 
purpose of intimidating Charley Kreyer? A. No, sir., 

X Q. Then if Kreyer hadn’t testified as he agreed to you wouldn’t 
have licked him? A. No, sir, after the lie he told me and another 
party, and if he was here today he would prove it too. The people 
that told it told the party that told me that that man doesn’t know 
either one of them, and he promised to be here to-day a quarter after 
one, but he is a very intimate friend of my wife’s mother—her 
adopted mother; he is in debt to her, or was at one time and I judge 
that is the reason he didn’t come. 

Mr. Bigelow: That is all, I believe, I care to ask the witness. 
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Redirect examination.

By Mr. Adriaans: 

Q. Since you were asked about Dr. Sansbury will you tell me 
when you have recently seen him? A. I saw him on Sunday. 

A. Where? A. At Forestville, Md. 

Q. Did you talk with him? A. Yes, sir. 

Q. Did he promise to be here? A. Yes, sir, positively on 
129 his word, and I met him in the road afterwards and he said 
he would be here sure a quarter after one. 

Q. Did you tell him where to come? A. Yes, sir, at 6th street 
and Louisiana Avenue. 

Q. When you talked with him was anything said about his having 
doctored Miss Ridgway? A. Yes, sir. 

Q. What was it? A. He said he never gave her a dose of medicine 
in Ws life. 

Q. Did you ask him if he had ever said anything to any one about 
it? A. Yes, sir, he told me he had never said anything about it 
to either Mrs. Clark or Vangueder, and never knew either party. 

Mr. Bigelow: This is clearly incompetent testimony, Mr. Ad¬ 
riaans. 

Mr. Adriaans: It isn’t any more incompetent that her testifying 
to what he said.

131 Q. Do you know what is inside that box? (Handing wit¬ 
ness a small box with black pills in it, which has already 

been introduced in evidence.) A. No, sir, I don’t know what is 
inside of it. 

Q. Will you look inside and see what is in it? A. Yes, I know 
what these pills are. 

Q. Did you prescribe those pills for Mrs. beall? A. I did, I think. 
I prescribed something similar to that; I couldn’t say they are the 
exact pills, but they are on the same order. 

Q. Tha^ fact that your name appears on the box there would con¬ 
nect you with the actual prescribing of them? A. Yes, sir. 

Q. Are those pills ever taken for the purpose of procuring a mis¬ 
carriage? A. No, sir; frequently woman come to me and ask me 
to give them something that will bring on a miscarriage, and it is 
a good way to get rid of them and I give them a tonic. 

Q. Are they sometimes taken with that intention? A. I think 
if they would take all of the pills in that box it would not have that 
effect; these pills are made by the wholesale houses of and 
sold to the trade, but they would never produce a miscarriage taken 
in anything like the regular doses; very large doses might have some 
ill effect. 

Q. So then it is a question of quantity more than anything else? 
A. Yes; as ordered there they would never produce a miscarriage; 
in fact they would assist to carry on labor rather. 

132 Q. Do you know a young lady by the name of Hattie 
Ridgway? A. Yes, sir. 

Q. Did you ever prescribe for her professionally? A. Never in 
my life. I think I begun to attend her family only last year. 

Q. Did you ever attend her at all? A. No, sir, she was never at 
home when I was there. I believe she was there when I called to see 
her sister about three weeks ago. 

Q. Did you ever prescribe for her? A. No, sir. 

Q. Did you ever say to any person at any time that Miss Hattie 
Ridgway was in family way? A. Positively not; if I had thought 
it I wouldn’t have said so. 

Mr. Bigelow : I don’t care to cross examine the witness.
